Springing  ahead  and  pressing  onward  to  achieve! 
Hello  Fellow  ILNA  Members- 


At  the  time  of  this  writing,  I have  nearly  finished  my  second  issue  of  the 
Coin  Digest  serving  as  your  Editor  and  an  ILNA  Board  Member.  Being  on 
the  "inside"  has  helped  me  to  realize  exactly  how  much  goes  into  building 
"Knowledge  Thru  Numismatics,"  as  our  club  motto  states.  I am  amazed 
at  how  many  hours  are  quietly  volunteered  planning  and  organizing 
ILNA's  marquis  event,  the  52nd  Annual  Coin  and  Currency  Show.  The 
201 1 theme  will  feature  the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor-  our  nation's 
highest  military  decoration-  and  those  who  have  received  it.  Also  offered 
for  consideration  while  planning  our  September  event  was  to  celebrate 
1 00  years  of  the  life  of  Illinois'  own  President  Ronald  Reagan. 

Ronald  Reagan,  born  and  raised  in  Illinois  and  a graduate  of  Eureka 
College,  achieved  things  most  Americans  can  only  dream  about.  He  began 
his  career  as  a radio  broadcaster  and  later  as  a screen  and  television  actor, 
most  notably  in  the  film,  Knute  Rockne,  All  American.  A successful  career 
as  a public  figure  developed  into  political  aspirations  leading  ultimately 
to  achieving  the  office  of  President  of  the  United  States. 

President  Reagan's  only  planned  appearance  in  U.S.  coinage  will  be 
on  the  Presidential  Dollar  tenatively  in  2016.  Congressional  debate  has 
included  Reagan's  image  on  the  $10  or  $20  bill  (H.R.  4528  and  H.R. 
4563),  commemorative  $5  gold  and  silver  dollar  coinage  (H.R.  3341), 
but  is  most  often  mentioned  for  a new  dime. 

H.R.  3633,  proposed  in  2003  a few  months  before  the  former  President's 
passing,  would  allow  Reagan's  image  to  replace  that  of  President  Franklin 
D.  Roosevelt.  Early  public  and  Congressional  support  was  put  to  rest  in 
a press  release  by  Reagan's  wife  Nancy:  "I  do  not  support  this  proposal 
and  I am  certain  Ronnie  would  not.  When  our  country  chooses  to  honor 
a great  President  such  as  Franklin  Roosevelt  by  placing  his  likeness  on 
our  currency,  it  would  be  wrong  to  remove  him." 

Celebrating  1 00  years  of  Ronald  Reagan  and  respecting  the  wishes  of  his 
wife  Nancy  in  regards  to  the  Reagan  Dime,  but  hopeful  that  the  proposed 
commemorative  issues  find  their  way  into  coin  presses  in  Philadelphia, 
San  Francisco  or  West  Point.

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BLACK  GOLD:  RESEARCHING 
SINTERED  DOLLARS 

AN  ILNA  COIN  DIGEST  FEATU^I^

The  Sacagavvea  dollars  were  first 
released  to  the  public  starting  in  2000 
and  collectors  began  finding  coins  with 
surface  discoloration  that  ranged  from  light 
to  dark  and  spottyJ  Over  ten  years  later,  the 
numismatic  hobby  still  does  not  seem  to 
agree  upon  what  these  discolored  dollars 
represent.  ANACS  sometimes  labels  the 
darkened  dollars  as  'Improperly  Mixed 
Alloy"  and  other  times  as  "Sintered"  or 
"Lightly  Sintered".  ICG  and  PCCS  prefer 
to  call  the  dollars  struck  on  "Sintered 
Planchets."  Although  PCCS  sometimes 
labels  the  mint  error  "Improperly  Annealed/ 
Sintered."  NGC  consistently  labels  the 
mint  error  dollars  as  "Improperly  Annealed 
Planchets."  NGC  describes  the  error  coins 
on  its  website  as  follows:  "A  planchet  may 
also  pick  up  a coating  if  it  is  improperly 
annealed...  and  that  is  very  difficult  to 
authenticate.  Improper  annealing  is  often 
confused  with  toning  on  coins.  Improperly 
annealed  planchets  can  take  on  a variety 
of  colors  from  black  to  copper  red.  They 
are  caused  by  overheating  the  planchets."^ 
Rounding  out  the  debate,  SCS  and  MMNS 
call  the  mint  error  a "Sintered  Planchet". 
SEGS  at  times  calls  the  error  "Rinse  Spots" 
and  "Metallic  Oxidation"  and  other  times 
"Sintered  Surfaces",  depending  on  its 
testing  and  the  severity  of  the  discoloration. 
Whatever  the  cause  or  the  name,  the  coins 
can  be  simply  stunning  when  viewed 
under  the  right  lighting  conditions.

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HOW  ARE  THEY  MADE:  GOLDEN  DOLLAR  PRODUCTION 


The  United  States  Mint's  "Golden  Dollar"  coin,  changed  the  alloy  of  the 
dollar  coin  to  a clad  composition  of  manganese-brass,  containing  88.5 
percent  copper,  6 percent  zinc,  3.5  percent  manganese,  and  2 percent 
nickel.  Once  the  coins  are  punched  from  blanks  and  upset,  they  make 
their  way  to  the  annealing  machine,  which  heats  and  softens  the  metal 
for  striking.  The  coins  then  go  through  a washer,  a dryer,  a burnisher,  and 
then  finally  to  the  coining  press  which  adds  the  front  and  back  designs. 
Unlike  all  other  U.S.  Coin  denominations  struck  in  circulation  quality, 
manganese-brass  clad  blanks  for  the  Presidential  dollars  are  sent  through 
the  upset  mill  to  form  the  coin's  raised  rim  before  annealing.^ 

During  the  finish  rolling  and  blanking  press  operations,  the  blanks  have 
again  been  hardened  and  must  now  be  softened  (heated)  to  controlled 
temperatures,  (approximately  1 400  degrees  Fahrenheit),  changing  their 
crystal  structure  to  a softer  state. Planchets  are  "frozen"  into  that  state 
by  a water  quench  bath.  The  annealing  process  prolongs  the  life  of  the 
coining  dies  by  ensuring  well-struck  coins  with  lower  striking  pressures. 
Despite  a protective  atmosphere,  annealing  causes  some  discoloration 
on  the  surfaces  of  the  blanks  which  must  be  removed.  To  achieve  the 
removal  of  the  discoloration,  the  blanks  are  tumbled  against  each  other, 
passed  through  a chemical  bath,  and  dried  by  forced  hot  air. 

THE  SUSPECTS  ON  THE  CAUSE  OE  THE  DISCOLORATION 

1.  Manganese  Oxidation.  Noted  Metallurgist  Chris  Pilliod  has  stated 
that  the  discoloration  is  caused  by  the  oxidation  of  the  manganese 
in  the  dollar  coin  alloy.^  CONECA  expert  Mike  Diamond  has  written 
about  a similar  condition  that  occurs  on  nickels  and  had  a proximate 
cause  of  prolonged  exposure  to  heat,  a failure  to  maintain  an  oxygen- 
depleted  atmosphere  in  the  annealing  oven,  or  a combination  of  both. 
The  U.S.  Mint  has  confirmed  this  theory  with  regards  to  nickels,  but 
not  as  to  the  Golden  Dollars.^ 

2.  Sintering.  ICG  and  PCGS  call  the  mint  error  coins  struck  on  "a 
Sintered  Planchet."  However,  this  may  not  be  the  correct  terminology 
because  of  what  the  metallurgical  term  "sinter"  means.  Sintering 
is  defined  as  "the  thermal  treatment  of  a powder  or  compact  at  a 
temperature  below  the  melting  point  of  the  main  constituent,  for  the 
purpose  of  increasing  its  strength  by  bonding  together  of  the  particles."^ 
"Sintering"  in  a numismatic  context  is  bonding  to  a planchet  during 
the  annealing  process  of  microscopic  metallic  particles  previously  left 
behind  in  the  annealing  furnace.®

3.  Improper  annealing.  Blanks  have  to  be  annealed  to  soften  the  metal. 
A blank  that  is  not  annealed  would  be  too  hard  to  easily  receive  a rim 
in  the  upset  mill,  the  machinery  that  converts  the  blank  into  a planchet. 
Annealing  is  a heat  treatment  in  which  a material  is  exposed  to  an 
elevated  temperature  for  an  extended  time  and  then  slowly  cooled.‘^ 
Annealing  heat  treatments  are  largely  characterized  by  induced 
microstructural  changes  which  are  ultimately  responsible  for  altering 
the  material's  mechanical  properties.  The  goal  of  this  process  is  to 
reduce  the  hardness  of  the  metal  and  improve  its  ductility. 

Annealing  metals  in  a regular  furnace  creates  oxidation  on  the  metals 
surface,  which  creates  a scale.  To  avoid  this  buildup  of  scale,  annealing 
furnaces  are  fed  a mixture  of  gases  like  carbon  monoxide,  hydrogen  and 
nitrogen.  When  the  door  is  opened  on  an  annealing  furnace,  there  will  be 
a wall  of  flames  in  the  opening  to  keep  oxygen  from  entering  the  furnace 
until  the  door  is  once  again  closed.  Experts  believe  that  "something" 
happens  in  the  annealing  furnace  that  allowed  oxidization  to  occur 
during  the  annealing  process,  resulting  in  the  migration  (non-uniformity) 
of  the  different  alloy  mix.  Chris  Pilliod  has  stated  that  the  discoloration 
may  also  be  the  result  of  contamination  left  on  the  planchet  through 
improper  annealing,  if  the  annealing  process  was  compromised. 

SO  WHAT  IS  THE  ANSWER? 

The  grading  services  labels  have  not  ended  the  controversy.  Error  expert 
Mike  Diamond  has  written:  "Despite  what  the  grading  services  say,  I am 
not  at  all  confident  that  discolored  Sacagawea  and  Presidential  dollars 
were  struck  on  improperly  annealed  planchets ...  Whether  these  forms 
of  discoloration  develop  before  or  after  the  strike  is  unclear."’^ 

Metallurgist  Chris  Pilliod,  believes  that  the  discoloration  is  the  result  of 
oxidation  of  the  manganese  in  the  coin's  alloy.  Manganese  oxidizes  more 
readily  than  the  copper,  nickel  and  zinc  that  make  up  the  remainder  of 
the  alloy.  An  electron  dispersive  X-ray  examination  conducted  by  Pilliod 
showed  the  dark  bands  to  be  manganese  oxide.  Pilliod  suggested  that 
the  discoloration  could  be  the  result  of  improper  annealing,  stating  that 
breaking  the  vacuum  seal  to  allow  more  oxygen  into  the  furnace  could 
increase  the  temperature  above  the  desired  level.” 

Larry  Briggs  of  SECS  Grading  Service  believes  he  has  the  answer.  It 
was  SEGS  who  in  2000  discovered  through  very  extensive  research 
that  the  U.S.  Mint  had  treated  some  2,000  golden  dollars  with  an 
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experimental  rinse  in  an  attempt  to  ''preserve"  the  quickly  vanishing 
brilliance  of  the  new  golden  dollars.  Mr.  Briggs  writes  as  follows: 
"these  surfaces/planchets  are  a combination  of  heat/chemicals  and 
planchet.  All  told  the  finish  of  the  true  error  planchet  toned  coins  is 
quickly  ascertainable  by  a 'Q-Tip'  and  a quick  touch  to  the  edge  or 
surface.  If  it  brightens  it  is  just  an  oxidized  coin,  if  it  does  not  change 
color  to  brightness  then  it  is  one  of  the  error  coins."  Mr.  Briggs 
continued:  "regardless  of  everyone's  theories,  I,  Larry  Briggs,  believe 
(through  chemical  analysis  and  other  testing)  these  coins  not  to  be  of 
unburnished  nature  or  improper  annealing."^^  Coins  sent  to  SECS  for 
analysis  came  back  labeled  as  "metallic  oxidation",  which  seems  to 
conform  to  Mr.  Pilliod's  explanation  (although  some  coins  did  come 
back  labeled  as  "sintered  surfaces"). 

In  conclusion,  the  metal  manganese  does  not  work  and  play  well  with 
other  metals  and  its'  oxidation  seems  to  be  the  culprit  that  creates  the 
discoloration  and  darkening  on  the  "golden  dollars,"  at  least  according 
to  two  independent  scientific  tests.

HOW  CAN  YOU  TELL  IF  IT  IS  REAL? 


Error  expert  Fred  Weinberg  has  stated:  'Tlease  be  very  very  careful  - 
97%  of  what  I've  seen  offered  on  EBay  are  NOT  genuine  Sintered/Mis- 
Annealed  Planchets,  1 00%  of  the  flat,  dark,  no  luster  coins  I've  viewed 
on  EBay,  or  in  person  at  shows,  etc.,  are  surface  alterations."^^ 

Weinberg  continues:  "It's  also  difficult  to  verbalize  what  the  real  ones 
look  like  - but  in  general,  they  should  have  original  luster,  even  if 
the  luster  is  that  blackish  toning/color.  There  is  also  a continuum  of 
intensity,  color,  luster,  etc.  on  these  coins.  Because  the  planchets  are 
Sintered  before  they  are  struck,  the  striking  pressure  on  the  Sintered 
planchet  still  creates  luster  - it  might  be  less  than  a choice  BU  original 
coin  of  the  same  denomination,  but  if  the  surfaces  are  flat,  and  they 
don't  'rotate'  (like  the  cartwheel  luster  on  many  silver  dollars),  the  odds 
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are  the  coin  isn't  a mint  product."  Even  a mid-color  or  dark  Sintered 
Presidential  Dollar  will  have  a somewhat  "cartwheel  effect"  as  to  its' 
luster  - something  that  is  difficult  to  duplicate. 

Another  clue  to  look  for,  according  to  Weinberg,  is  that 
the  rim/edge  of  the  coin  might  be  darker  than  normal  but 
should  NOT  be  as  dark  as  the  obverse  or  reverse  color  - 
although  the  blank  itself  is  sintered/mis-annealed,  when 
the  coin  is  struck,  the  collar  (either  reeded  or  plain)  tends 
to  take  out  some  of  the  color  from  the  edge  - so,  it  will 
be  off-color  somewhat,  but  not  the  same  as  the  obverse 
and  reverse.  If  it  is  the  same  darkness  as  the  surfaces  of 
the  coin,  that's  another  sign  of  alteration  of  the  entire 
coin.  When  the  real  Sintered  planchet  coin  is  ejected 
from  the  collar,  the  ejection  action  will  "strip"  some  of 
the  darkness  from  the  edge  of  the  coin  when  ejected. 

After  seeing  enough  examples  of  both  types,  it  becomes  easier  to  tell 
a Mis-Annealed  Planchet  from  one  that  is  simply  re-toned,  darkened 
somehow,  or  altered  to  appear  like  a Sintered  planchet.  The  color  tone

ranges  greatly  from  a very  light  translucent  brown  to  dark  olive  green, 
with  the  darkest  ones  being  worth  the  most  according  to  Weinberg. 


Although  much  is  lost  in  the  translation  from  color  to  greyscale,  this  macro  photo 
shoivs  what  might  be  expected  on  the  surfaces  of  a true  Sintered  Dollar. 


HOW  RARE  ARE  THESE  ERRORS? 

There  is  no  population  data  available  from  the  major  grading  services 
as  to  these  error  coins.  However,  Fred  Weinberg  in  responding  to  this 
question  stated:  ''As  far  as  the  Presidential's,  I have  seen  a very  small 
numbers  of  most  Presidents  only  about  two  to  six  pieces  and  about  two 
dozen  or  so  Monroe's.  I estimate  that  there  is  up  to  2,500  of  the  2001 
Sacagawea  Dollars,  and  about  125  known  of  the  2007  date."

EXHIBITING  AT  ILNA  201 1

To  begin  with,  let's  define  an  exhibit  to  simple  terms.  In  my  words,  an  exhibit 
is  something  that  has  coins  in  it  to  display  but  also  has  information  in  it  as 
well.  First,  you  need  to  pick  a topic,  just  think,  what  is  a particular  area  of 
coins  that  you  like  or  would  like  to  specialize  in?  There  are  a lot  of  things 
people  have  exhibited  in  the  past.  They  have  exhibited  American  coins. 
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world  coins,  paper  money,  tokens  and  medals,  numismatic  literature,  gold 
coins,  elongated  coins,  errors,  and  the  convention  theme-  This  year  it  is 
the  Congressional  Medal  of  Honor.  You  don't  have  to  be  an  expert  in  what 
you  are  going  to  exhibit  in  the  beginning,  but  in  the  end  you  should  know 
a lot.  Also,  don't  make  the  mistake  of  focusing  too  much  on  your  coins  and 
not  enough  on  your  information,  because  if  a person  walks  by  your  exhibit 
and  they  see  the  coin  but  no  information,  it's  just  a coin  to  them.  To  me,  I 
would  say  that  the  most  important  part  of  your  exhibit  is  the  information. 
Another  thing  (believe  it  or  not)  that  can  contribute  to  a winning  exhibit 
is  color  coordination.  You  might  want  colors  to  attract  viewers,  but  don't 
go  overboard.  Other  things  that  can  be  judged  are  creativity,  balance  (the 
numismatic  material  and  the  numismatic  information  should  be  balanced), 
degree  of  difficulty,  and  condition  (of  the  numismatic  material).  For  a more 
complete  guide  on  exhibiting  at  a coin  show  go  to  www.money.org.
